I h ave previously described some 
of th e ch aracteristics of rin gworm 
and of griseofulvin, th e prescription 
drug th at acts as a fungus-kiUer wh en 
swallowed. Here s h ow to preven t 
persisten t 
or 
recurrin g 
infections 
such as troubled m an y correspon d­ 
ents wh o wrote to complain of wh at 
th ey considered treatm en t failures. 
• In th e case of persisten t infec­ 
tions, poor results m ay h ave been 
due to failure to obtain and maintain 
sufficiently h igh blood levels of th e 
drug for 
a sufficient time. With out 
increasing th e dose of griseofulvm, 
blood levels m ay be almost doubled 
by taking th e en tire daily dose in 
th e morn in g before a h igh -fat break­ 
fast consisting of bacon and eggs, 
bread and butter and coffee with 
cream . Wh ere th ere is involvement 
of finger or toenails, th ese h igh con­ 
cen tration s m ay h ave to be sustained 
for several weeks. By contrast, if 
th ere is not nail in volvement, tile 
infection m ay be cleared in a few 
day s. 
• Re infections 
m ay 
be due 
to 
failure to recorignize th e fact th at th e 
fungicidal effects of th e drug do not 
persist for m ore th an a few day s 
after it h as been stopped. Hence 
with y our doctor’s permission, y ou 
may be wise to continue th e daily 
dose for a few day s each week or so 
Now, even if y ou lake th e fungi­ 
cide in sufficient doses to ach ieve! 
an effective blood concentration, and 
even if y ou continue taking tile drug 
for a sufficient length of time to ef­ 
fect a “ cure” of infection th at in­ 
volves nails or nail beds, y ou may 
invite failure unless y ou carry out 
th e following local m easures th at dis­ 
courage fungus growth .

WASHINGTON (.Pl — A $2.35-billion 
college aid bill authorizing federal 
giant to both public and private col­ 
leges comes up today for a vote in 
the House. 


A close vote is ex pected on the 
measure, snarled for months in 
a 
church-state controversy . Supporters 
of 
the 
administration-backed 
bill 
hoped for enough Republican votes 
to pass it. It still would need Senate 
approval. 


The bill is a compromise worked 
out in months of negotiations between 
members of the House and Senate. 
which passed different versions in 
the first months of the session. 


The conference bill would author­ 
ize $800 million in federal grants over 
a five-y ear period to public and pri­ 
vate colleges. Use of the funds would 
be limited to construction of sci­ 
ence and engineering buildings and 
libraries. 


The measure also would provide 
$600 million in long-term, low-interest 
loans to colleges for construction of 
other classrooms, but with a restric­ 
tion against the building of any facil­ 
ities used for religious purposes. 


Other sections of the bill would 
authorize $600 million for loans to 
students, 
some 
of which 
actually 
would be grants, and $250 million for 
public junior colleges. 


The authors hope that by limiting 
federal grants to the specific cate­ 
gories of science, engineering and 
library facilities, they can submerge 
the religious issue raised by grants 
to private colleges.
